Senator Gale W. McGee (D- 
Wyo.), keynote speaker at the 
mock Democratic national conven- 
tion to be held here on May 2, is a 
Nebraska-born educator, who has 
resided in Wyoming for the past 
thirteen years. 

Prior to his entrance into the 
1958 senatorial race McGee had 
been a speech and history teacher 
for 22 years and a professional lec- 
turer on American traditions # and 
j U. S. foreign policy.

After his election to the Senate 
McGee became a member of the ap- 
propriations committee, the inter- 
state and foreign commerce com- 
mittee, and the select committee on 
water resources. 

Appropriations subcommittees 
assignments included Agriculture, 
Treasury-Post Office, Commerce 
Interior, and the District of Colum- 
bia. McGee’s subcommittee posts on 
the Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce committee included Surface 
Transportation, Communications,

SC Officers Review Duties , Cite Qualifications 


President j 

“Flexibility is one of the most 
important characteristics which a 

St udent C ouncil president ni ust 

possess” comments outgoing Coun- 1 
cil president Maurice O’Connor. In- 
cluded in this one term, he explains, ; 
are many facets.. The head man] 
must remember that he is repre- i 
seating the entire student body and, 
as such, must often accept situa- 
tions which he does not personally 
feel are the best, but which will 
ultimately turn out the best for the ; 
students. 

' To go along with this flexibility 
concept, the Council president must 
be able to deal with many different 
types of people, including those not 
connected with the college, the col- 
lege administration or the students. 
He must be willing to use the past, 
actions of the Council as a founda- 
tion for future actions, always with 
the thought in mind of improving. 

According to O’Connor, a pres- \ 
pective Council president must 
have a good reputation and stand- 
ing with the students and must be 
able to represent them in a respect- 
able manner. 

Scholastic standing is dependent 
Upon the kind of personality which 
the potential prexy possesses. The 
Council office will necessarily take 
up a great amount of time and it is 
up to the individual to decide whe- 
ther or not he can afford this time. 

General duties of the president, 
are to preside .at all meetings and 
to serve as a member of the com- 
mittees formed by the Council, such 
as the scholastic, welfare, athletic, 
interhall, dance and discipline com- 
mittees which were active this year. 

For next year, O’Connor would 
like to see the following improve- 
ments: more name entertainment 
with the Council’s added funds, 
more student participation in Coun- 
cil work and a strong emphasis on 
the proper operation of the disci- 
pline committee. 


Vice-President 

“A candidate should carefully 
consider the amount of spare time 
he’ll have next year so he won’t 
bite off more than he can chew,” 
cautioned student council vice-pres- 
ident Matt Lynch, a senior from 
Chicago. 

Lynch warned the candidates that 
there are many little things that all 
council officers must do, such as 
selling tickets for the various 
events, supervising class election, 
and so forth. These duties, he said, 
will take up much of the student’s 
time. 

As council vice-president, it is 
Lynch’s duty to take over at the 
council meetings if for any reason 
the president is not able to be pres- 
ent. “This is one of the minor func- 
tions, however,” said Lynchs— — — 

The vice-president is also tradi- 
tionally responsible for organizing 
the annual Talent show. 

Lynch also safe that the vice- 
president generally must serve on 
the numerous committees that 
arise each year to handle specific 
problems. For example, Lynch and 
senior class president Bob Gallaher 
were co-chairmen of the President’s 
Reception held on the campus last 
fall. 

One of Lynch’s major duties was 
to act as inter-hall chairman. As 
such, he had to run elections in the 
halls for selecting the hall represen- 
tatives and, in general, tried to 
unite the h^Jls in a common effort, 
as for example in decorating for 
homecoming. 

In commenting on the qualifica- 
tions for a successful vice-president, 
Lynch said, “I think he has to be 
a foreward person. He rriust have 
a little pufeh, some initiative and 
some organizing ability. He must, 
be sufficiently well, rounded so his 
outside activities won’t detract ex- 
cessively from his studies. And this 
would all go for all the council of- 
ficers.”

Secretary 

The first job of the secretary is, 
of course, the keeping of the mih- 
utes^This year, Rog Mueller has 
introduced a much more complete^ 
system of taking the minutes; he 
includes all the financial data on 
such things as the Jazz Concert 
and the various big dances. Up to 
this year the minutes had not in- 
cluded such details and were thus 
not really an accurate account of 
the council activities. 

-Usually, the secretary handles all 
the council correspondence. How- 
ever, most of the officers this year 
have handled their own correspond- 
ence, and this has been found to be 

the best method. 

* Another important duty- of the 
secretary is the handling of all the 
drinking permits^ and the hiring of 
the bartenders for the dances at 
which there is supervised social 
drinking... — ;; 

NormaHyr-the-^ecretary is also 
the head of the public relations 
committee, but with the formation 
of the new Couriers’ club this has 
become a minor function. 

“One thing the office takes,” 
commented Mueller, “is time. It 
takes a lot away from your studies. 
On the average, 'it took me about 
10 hours after every meeting to 
write up, type and distribute the 
minutes. The new constitution has 
changed the limit from 48 to 72 
hours after the meeting in which 
the secretary must publish the min- 
utes. v .... . 

“A candidate must also have a 
good academic record. He must be 
a good student and able to afford 
to give up that last night of cram- 
ming before an exam in case some- 
thing comes up. 

“The job takes a lot of time but 
it has many rewards ; r for example 
in getting a job it looks good on 
your record. I also received a lot 
of personal satisfaction from do- 
ing the job.” 


Treasurer 7 

As treasurer of the student coun- 
cil for the past year, Ed Massura’s 
chief duty was to take care of the 
council books. He was the man who 
jtakL^aB the bills. “All the bills 
were brought to me,” said Massura. 
“I had complete control of all the 
funds.” 

The treasurer also serves as head 
of the Athletic Committee. In this 
position, it was Massura’s job to 
see to it that cheer leaders were 
chosen, tickets and buses were ar- 
ranged for the student trips to 
away games, trophies were pur- 
chased for the intramural tourna- 
ments. He also supervised all the 
peprallies . ’ -*=j=== 

However, the treasurer’s duties 
do not end with keeping the hooks 
straight and dating as chairman of 
the athletic committee. He must 
work along with his fellow coun- 
cil membesr on all the projects 
that arise periodically throughout 
the year, such as dances and con- 
certs. 

“It is a time consuming job,” said 
Massura. “You must be able to reg- 
ulate your time, and you must want 
to do the work. You can’t just draw 
the line at being council treasurer. 
You must be able to work along 
with your fellow officers on the 
council. - -tw-t— 

“There are many little jobs that 
keep popping up that have nothing 
to do with the office of treasurer as 
such. For example, rpnning these 
student council elections, one our 
duties, will take a lot of time. 

“I also spent a lot of time this 
year in helping to select the bands 
for the big dances like the Mardi 
Gras. Right now I am checking on 
the possibility of another Jazz Con- 
cert and a TV for the Recliall.” 


Sen. McGee is one of three sons 
born to the McGee family at Lin- 
coln, Nebraska. He was born on 
St. Patrick’s day, 1915. McGee re- 
ceived his early education in Neb-- 
raska’s public schools. 

He received the A.B. degree in 
1936 from Nebraska State Teach- 
er’s College; the M.A. in history 
and education in 1939 frorii the Uni-* 
versity of Colorado; and the Ph.D.

When in the course of human temper

“Catholic religious art is 
prompted more by nostalgia for 
the past than a desire for creativi- 
ty. We blindly worship the art of 
our uneducated forefathers,” Mr, 
Robert E. Rambusch, artist and art 
philosopher, charged in his April 
6 lecture- i-n-~the ,r St. Joseph’s cafe- 
teria. 

Speaking before one of the lec- 
ture series’ largest audiences, 
Rambusch argued for more objec- 
tive beauty in religious art. He de- 
clared that', “Good religious art’s 
subject matter is based on sound 
theology, not sentimentality.” 

While showing a series of slides, 
Rambusch denounced religious art 
which portrays Christ as effemin- 
ate, angels with curly locks and 
silver wings, .and eyen Raphael’s 
i “Madonna.” He accused Raphael 
of “misunderstanding the true 
meaning of chastity and portray- 
ing the Virgin in a manner that 
results in an unconscious eroti- 
cism.” 

Rambusch asserted that, “No 
more than the habit makes the 
monk, does a j’ eligio us subject 
make a religious work of art. When 
the eyes of the body suffer from 
poor religious art, there is a great 
risk that the eyes of the’ soul will 
be myopic.” 

Rambusch thinks that Catholics 
have a moral obligation to ap- 
preciate good art. He noted that 
this cannot be done without effort. 
Rambusch said that at the present 
time “Catholics have a hod-carriers 
taste in art. But it is never too 
late to cultivate taste.” 


According to Rambusch, Catho- 
lics have to get away from the 
dead Gothic and Renaissance art 
forms and develop a “living” art 
form. He said we must “respect 
the past and love the future.” 

Rambusch feels that, “To refuse 
to grow with the Church isn’t only 
nonsense but treason. To say that 
the past illustrates all eternal 
truth and that there is no vitality 
in the Church' is to, in some way, 
sin.” 

Rambusch tried to prove, with 
the use of slides, that modern re- 
ligious art is vital and is a part 
of the liturgical revival in the 
Church. He admitted that the audi- 
ence would not take to all the ex- 
amples immediately. He said. “Us- 
ually what we like at first glance 
is wrong. A man’s -taste depends 
on all he has tasted heretofore.” 

The examples of “good religious 


art” whimh Rambusch showed em- 
phasized simplicity, virility, and 
theological integrity. He contrast- 
ed the modern religious art with 
what he called the five excesses of 
“bad” religious art. 

He declared that there is' too 
much literalness without any selec- 
tivity or ingenuity. He said, “Poor 
art emphasizes worldliness and 
does not articulate spiritual val- 
ues.” 

Rambusch also denounced coun- 
terfeit - emotionalism and a mis- 
understanding of chastit y. But his 
favorite target throughout the lec- 
ture was art which is nothing more 
than “religious mechanics.” “Sa- 
cred Heart statues that glow in the 
dark are the worst example of this 
sacrilege.”, according to Rambusch. 

Rambusch was introduced by Mr. 
James T. Farrell, director of the 
lecture series.
